only been lately appointed. * 

(б) The present clerk was appointed in July 1842, and his fees are only returned from that date. There 
were also declai-ations, and since the Arms’ Bill came into operation, notices for registry, certificates for 
powder, informations returned to the clerks of the Crown and peace, and seyeral other matters not return- 
able as fees, and which are not included in the quarterly returns, amounting to 5 1. per annum. 

(c) Including about 6l. per year, average receipts, for preparing declarations and affidavits taken before 
magistrates, and presentments ±br arms’ licences in 1843 and 1844. Besides these sums, there was also on 
the averse 3 Z. a year for fees due from the constabulary in cases where informations were laid by them or 
where parties summoned were convicted, and committed or acquitted. These charges are never paid, and no 
particulai’ account of them is therefore kept ; formerly they wore paid out of their portion of the fines. 

(d) Rt^harkin was not constituted a petty sessions until the 3d July 1844. 

(e) Since 1848, Major Rowan has allowed the clerk out of his own pocket 4 Z. per annum, and 
Mr. Grimshaw 2/. per annum. 

(/) Including 9 Z. 7 5. 3 d. by a presentment, for trouble under tho Registry of Arms’ Act. The appoint- 
ment of the present petty session clerk took place at the latter end of the year 1843.
